Report Comes Soon After 
British Ambassador Re-

Europe Pauses 
At Cross Roads 
To Peace, War 


No crystalization of 4he Euro- 
pean war crisis can be expected 
before next week, it appeared 
from events yesterday in the capi- 
tals of the principal nations. The 
future apparently rests solely on 
the shoulders of Hitler and his 
Sudeten cohort, Konrad Henlein.

SAXONY REPORTS 
BORDER INCIDENT 


France Weighs Strength 
of Powers; Concessions 
to Sudetens Reported. 


BERLIN, Thursday, Sept. 1.— 
(UP)—Chancellor Hitler was re- 
ported today to be planning to 
summon the greater German 
Reichstag during the Nazi party 
congress next week to hear an 
important political statement, 
probably on the Czech crisis. 

The report was circulated soon 
after British Ambassador: Sir 


Neville Henderson was believed 
to have told Nazi officialdom of 
Britain’s eagerness for .Germany’s 
co-operation in settling the Czech- 
Sudeten German struggle peace- 
fully. 

Henderson returned to Berlin by 
plane from London and met the 
German secretary of state, Ernst 
von Weizsaecker at a British em- 
bassy dinner. ; 

British Instructions. 

Henderson brought explicit in- 
structions from the British cabinet 
which he will discuss with Hitler 
personally Friday. 

The Reichstag .meeting would 
find Austrian deputies participat- 
ing for the first time. The great- 
er German Reichstag was elected 
during the plebiscite on anschluss 
with Austria last April 10 and has 
never met. 

Hitler likewise was expected -to 
reveal his attitude on the latest 
Czech compromise proposals to the 
3,500,000 Sudeten Germans in one 
of several speeches scheduled dur- 
ing the party congress at Nurem- 
berg. The congress begins Mon- 
‘day, September 5, and ends a week | 
later. 


British Ambassador Henderson | 

returned to Berlin from the 
crucial London cabinet sessions, 
and was believed to have imme- 
diately communicated British 
warnings to high Nazi officials. 
Hitler then was reported to be 
plarining a meeting of the Reichs- 
tag during the Nuremberg party 
congress to receive an important 
pronouncement. He was expected 
to meet Henderson Friday to re- 
ceive the British advices personal- 
ly. Der Fuehrer was at Berchtés- 
gaden, his Bavarian retreat, study- 
ing the complications of the Czech 
crisis. Whatever the compromise 
outcome, informed quarters in 
Berlin felt it would only postpone 
the day of reckoning until next 
spring, and that nothing short of 
“anschiuss” would satisfy the 
Nazis, 


In Praha, the Czech govern- 

ment’s newest proposals, which 
Henlein is said to have already 
decided to reject, were reported to 
have contained five major conces- 
sions. Viscount Runciman was 
said attempting to persuade Sude- 
‘tens to be more. conciliatory.

JAPANESE REPORT 
HANKOW ADVANCES 


Air Attacks Pave Way for 
Troops; Chinese Claim 
Positions Held. 


SHANGHAI, Aug. 31.—(/)—

Mud in this new plant will ruin 
its equipment and the mud can- 
not be by-passed around the plant, 
W. A. Hansell, assistant chief of 
construction in charge of sewers, 
told the finance committee of city 
council yesterday afternoon. A 
“mud line” to carry the mud from 
the waterworks to a creek has got 
to be erected, he said. 

Cost $40,000. 

The cost will be some $40,000. 
Finance committee agreed with 
Hansell that “something must be 
done” to avoid having an $830,000 
disposal plant destroyed by mud 
or allowed to rot and ruin with- 
out use. So, with the representa- 
tives of the two departments and 
the comptroller’s office, they are 
going to try to “find” the $40,000 
needed by next Tuesday, when 
council meets. 

Councilman J. Allen Couch said 
it is possible a.plan to allocate 
some of the water department’s 
1939 “10 per cent reserve” fund 
to this purpose this year will be 
worked out. 

Other actions taken by the fi- 
mance group yesterday included 
recommending that council allo- 
cate $22,500 for street repairs in 
all wards, “if the money can be 
and recommending that 
Jesse Draper’s option on the old 
city hall site be extended for 90 
days at a price of $300,000.

COTTON PROVISIONS 
LISTED BY DURDEN 


More Than 95 Per Cent of 
State Acreage Measured, 
He Says. 


' 


Homer S. Durden, state admin- 
istrative officer of the AAA, said 
in a radio interview yesterday 
more than 95 per cent of Georgia’s 
cotton acreage had been measured 
to determine if farmers were with- 
in their allotments under provi- 
sions of the 1938 federal farm 
program. 

He gave the “A, B, C,” of mar- 
keting quota provisions as follows: 

“White” marketing cards are is- 
sued producers who have stayed 
within their acreage allotment. 
They can sell without penalty ql! 
cotton grown on allotted acres. 
The acreage is proved by meas- 
urement. 

The grower who overplanted 
gets a “red” card. The AAA not 
only measures the acreage but es- 
tablishes the normal yield on the 
farr- as well. The grower is re- 
quired to pay a penalty of two 
cents a pound only on that cotton 
produced in excess of the normal 
or actual yield on the allotted 
acreage, whichever is greater. The 
card gives the exact number of 
pounds that may be sold without 
penalty. 

Farmers ,who have not received 
eards.can sell their cotton and 
post a two-cent-a-pound penalty 
with the buyer. The penalty will 
be returned if it is determined the 
producer has not exceeded his al- 
lotment. 

Penalties collected by buyers 
must be remitted to the treasurer 
of the county committee in the 
county in which the cotton was 
grown, 30days after sale. 

Any farmer dissatisfied with his 
cotton marketing allotment may 
have it reviewed by a local com- 
mittee of three producers.

NOT A REPUDIATION 
Neither the victory of Senator “Cotton Ed” 
Smith in South Carolina, nor the expected re- 


nomination of Senator Walter F. George in 


Georgia, may be correctly interpreted as repud- 
jation of the New Deal. 

Rather are they expressions of the people’s 
determination to continue many of the prin- 
ciples of the New Deal, but within constitutional 
bounds. To advance the broad principles of 
individual security and social justice, but along 
the highroad of democracy instead of through 
untried detours of theoretic liberalism. 

For it must. be remembered both Senator 
Smith and Senator George have supported fully 
80 per cent of the New Deal program, opposing 
only those individual measures which they be- 
lieved violated the fundamental principles of 
the American system of government or were 
designed to penalize their own states and their 
own section for the benefit of other portions of 
the country. 

Added to this, of course, is the determination 
of free Democrats in both states to cast their 
ballots uninfluenced by federal interference. 
Palmetto state Democrats resented the attempt 
by President’ Roosevelt to direct their voting, 
made in his endorsement of Senator Smith’s 
opponent. 

' The same resentment, but probably more 
intense, is felt in Georgia. For in Georgia the 
Presidential interference in the state primary 
was more blunt an@more emphatic. «In his 
famous Barnesville speech hé not only éndorsed 
one of the George opponents, but went so far 
as to cruelly and bitterly affront a Georgia 
senator, himself seated on the same platform, 
before a Georgia crowd. 

Thus a vote for Smith in South Carolina, or 
a vote for George in Georgia, is not a vote 
against the broad principles of the New Deal. 
It {5 a vote in support of its worthy objectives, 
just as Smith and George have supported them 
in the senate. But it is a vote against such 


ill-advised proposals as the supreme court pack- |: 


ing bill, the reorganization bill, the original 
wages and hours bill, the anti-lynching Dill. 
It is a vote against too great power in the hands 
of one man and it is a vote to maintain the 
democratic form of American government and 
the right of free suffrage for American citizens. 
Galifornia, which has apparently defeated 
William G. McAdoo, the Roosevelt anointed 
candidate, does not contribute much to inter- 
pretation of the trend of thought among Demo- 
crats nationa.iy. For California is so notorious 
for strange political ideas it is impossible to 
’ properly interpret its votes, at this distance. 
The leading candidate advocated a fantastic 
scheme for “pensions every Thursday.” It must 
be remembered it was in California the Town- 
send pension ‘scheme was hatched and it was 
in that state Upton Sinclair won thousands of 
votes for his dream of a political “Utopia.” 
~ _ Both the outcome in South Carolina and the 
result of the forthcoming primary, on Septem- 
ber 14, in Georgia, however, provide sign posts 
for the future of the Democratic party. 
The victory of “Cotton Ed” Smith speaks 
unmistakably. It declares that the Demo- 
crats of the south still believe in the heritage 
of their nation, in progress under the constitu- 
tion and the right of a free citizenry to cast its 


ballots uninfluenced.

surfeit of entertainment not up to the quality

So the industry as a whole set to work to 
remedy this failure. All studios went to work 
with a determination to produce, and to ac- 
cumulate, pictures so excellent they would 
quickly wipe out the memory of the former 
failures. These new, and finer pictures, are 
now ready for release.

Possessors of the scrip would be 
required to stamp them every 
week with a 2 per cent face value 
stamp purchased with real money. 
At the end of a year each $1 war- 
rant would bear $1.04 in stamps 
and the state would ther. redeem 
then. from the stamp fund. 

It is cleverly devised; it car- 
ries a tremendous appeal to. all 
unemployed people and to fami- 
lies which are supporting’ old peo- 
ple who are not able te work and 
who are a burden on the family 
income. 


The Townsend plan called for a 
payment of $200 per month to all 
people over 60 years of age. The 
Downey plan is more practical, 
fantastic though it be, than the 
Townsend plan.’

Unless the highway is improved 
before the winter season, it is 
probable that the Sandtown school! 
will have to be closed, since it is) 
practically impossible for school 
busses to travel the hhighway in 
rainy weather, C. P. Suber, a resi- 
dent of the district, pointed out. 

“During the winter the road gets 
so muddy that busses have great 
difficulty in getting the children 
to school,’ he said. “In the last 
two years the. school has been 
closed at least three weeks on this 
account.” 

The road, which is known as the 
Byram highway, is. the shortest 
route from Atlanta to Douglasville. 
A new bridge was built over the 
Chattahoochee in 1937 but has 
been of comparatively little value 
because of t! @bad condition of the 
road, Suber sdid.

President Roosevelt himself was 
represented by aides as neither 
surprised nor disturbed by the re- 
nomination of Smith in Tuesday’s 
primary. 

Mr. Roosevelt had spoken. out 
for Smith’s opponent, Governor 
Olin D. Johnston, but White House 
secretaries said he had expected 
the senator to win. 

Forecast Victory. 

Stephen Early, a secretary, said 
the President predicted yesterday 
that Smith would gain the Demo- 
cratic nomination—in South Caro- 
lina equivalent to election—by 40,- 
000 votes.

These figures are approximate- 
ly half the amount of the bond is- 
sue suggested by the public im- 
provements committee and were 
derived by the smaller committee 
to carry out as much of the huge 
improvement program as possible 
without a general tax increase in 
either the city or.the county. 

The small committee stated flat- 
ly it thought the proposed $30,- 
000,000 program, calling for partic- 
ipation from the county and city 
of $10,000,000, was too large to be 
undertaken at this time. 

The Recommendations, 


Its suggested schedule of im- 
provements in the curtailed pro- 
gram follows: 
Construction of hospitals, 
(Battle Hill and Grady), total 
cost, $2,000,000. 

City schools, $1,500,000. 

‘General improvements to in- 
clude streets, highways, libraries 
and parks in the city, $7,500,000. 

Court house annex, $545,455. 

Sewerage system from county 
bonds, $300,000. 

General improvements to 
county parks and roads, $1,100,- 
000. 


Fulton county should pay half 
the expense of operating Battle 
Hill and Grady hospital and should 
take over all the expense of relief, 
the committee stated. It presented 
a plan whereby reallocation of 
some county funds ard additional 
revenue from suggested sources 
would enable the county to assume 
a greater share of hospitalization 
and charity work, saving the city 
enough funds from these sources 
to fund its bonds and to accom- 
plish more public improvements. 


The committee strongly recom- 
mended that the county follow the 
city’s example in funding its defi- 
cit, quoted at $2,000,000 By January 
1, and that it adopt an iron-bound 
budget law which would prevent 
expenditures in excess of revenue. 
“This is the only way to. insure 
the county living within its in- 
come in the future,” the committee 
asserted. It recommended further 
that the county’s deficit be paid as 
rapidly as possible, 

Recognizing the county’s deficit 
is being increased this year by 
some $379,000 through homestead 
and property exemptions, the com- 
mittee said taxes from intangibles

Drop Convict Labor. 

It estimated Fulton could save 
at least $1,000,000 each year if the 
public works department would 
transfer as many of its convicts as 
possible to smaller counties or to 
the state. The fact that convict 
labor is only about 50 per cent ef- 
ficient, with heavy costs for feed- 
ing and guarding, was brought out 
in this connection. The committee 
said it thought the county should 
rid itself of as much of this load 
as possible and should do its road 
building and repair work by priv- 
ate, competitive bids. 


“By the issuance of bonds in 
proper amounts, Fulton county 
can relieve itself of much of the 
expenditure on public works for 
capital purposes for the next three 
years, in advance,” the committee 
stated. “Substantial administra- 
tive economies are also possible in 
the county’s operations. From 
these sources, supplemented by di- 
rect additional revenues, and with- 
out any increase in the general 
property tax, Fulton county should 
be able to provide additional op- 
erating revenues.” 

Financial Program. 

Here is the committee’s finan- 
cial plan in brief: 

1. That Fulton county in 1939 
assume all the burden of relief. 
increasing its allocation for this 
purpose $225,000. 

2. Assume an equal share of 
the cost of operating Grady hos- 
pital, which will increase the 
county’s share by $300,000. 

3. Pay charges on $1,700,000 
in bonds, $110,000 first year. To- 
tal net itcrease in expenses to 
county, $635,000. 

Tomeet this increase, the com- 
mittee suggested: 

1. Reduction in public works 
expenditures from current 
funds (work to be cared for in 
the improvement program), by 
$500,000 annually.

2.General administrative 
economies in a‘l departments, as 
recommended by the citizens’ 
advisory committee, to save 
$100,000. 

3. Levy a business tax on all 
businesses operating outside in- 
corporated municipalities in the 
county, to bring in $75,000.

5. Levy a 1-mill tax under the 
proposed constitutional hos-

The total revenue and saving 
which could be thus effected 
Would amount to $1,294,000 per 
year, the committee estimated.

This plan, the committe said, 
would effect the city of Atlanta’s 
financial picture in this way: 

No increase in revenue would 
be necessary. 


The transfer of the relief 
burden from the city to the 
county would have no effect on 
the city’s revenue, since the one 
mill levied for relief purposes 
automatically ends with 1938.

If the city issued bends total- 
ing $3,425,000, interest on the 
bonds (with no provision for the 
first three years for retirement 
of principal) would be $90,626 
at 2 1-2 per cent, leaving about 
$34,000 for needed mindr im- 
provements, the committee 
pointed out.

“The committee recommends

Warn of Deadline. 


“The period allotted for the re- 
ceiving of PWA applications is 
limited to September 30, and it 
seems desirable that improve- 
ments of the character stated be 
undertaken in conjunction with 
this federal agency—the local gov- 
ernment advancing 55 per cent of 
the cost and the PWA 45 per cent, 
rather than through the Works 
Progress Administration of the 
federal government. 


“All other projects contemplated 
in the report of the general pub- 
lic improvements committee should, 
next receive the careful considera- 
tion of the general council and 
the county commissioners, with 


the view of selecting those which 
are more pressing both from the 
standpoint of local government as 
well as from the‘standpoint of co- 
operating with the WPA in pro- 
viding work for the unemployed. 
These projects include such ex- 
penditures as may be selected for 
sewers, traffic, street and highway 
development and improvements 
tiof the municipal airport, enlarge- 
ment of parks and playgrounds 
and libraries. 


“This latter group contemplates 
a long range program which 
should be undertaken in a manner 
calculated to provide «mployment 
over a long period and should be 
carefully considered in connection 
with recommendations by the city 
planning commission and a similar 
group appointed or designated by 
the county of Fulton.” 


The committee stated the city 
and county should reach definite, 
binding agreements on reallocation 
of funds, such as equal sharing in 
the cost of the hospital, at once— 
before taxpayers are asked to vote 
on bonds. 


“Heretofore, the governments of 
both Fulton county and the city 
of Atlanta have operated almost 
entirely independent of each other, 
without regard for providing joint 
facilities and improvements. Im- 
provements of joint nature should 
be made in the area from which 
the largest source of tax revenues 
are obtained, rather than in the 
remote sections of the county. 
This general improvement program 
contemplated cannot be carried out 
except with the complete co-opera- 
tion of the county and city offi- 
cials and a recognition by them of 
their joint responsibilities to met- 
ropolitan Atlanta. 


Binding Agreements. 

“Therefore, definite binding 
agreements for the reallocation of 
expenditures for relief and hos- 
pitalization should be entered into 
as a matter of contractural rela- 
tionship between the city of At- 
lanta and the county of Fulton 
before the public is requested to 
vote on the proposed bond issue, 
so that they may be assured of the 
financial soundness of this pro- 
gram prior to entering upon it. 

“Any joint improvements made 
under this proposed program 
should be made with the ultimate

Special Safety Picture Will Be Presented at Capitol The- 
ater as Prelude to Organization of Patrols 
at City’s Schools. 


Organization of the Bicycle 
Safety Patrol, juvenile accident 
prevention unit sponsored by the 
traffic bureau of the Atlanta po- 
lice department, will be perfected 
today at meetings to be held in the 
various schools of the city. 


Formation of the patrols will be 
completed following the showing 
of a special safety picture at the 
Capitol Theater at 9:30 o’clock this 
morning, where the boys will be 
guests of the traffic bureau, ac- 
cording to an announcement by 
Captain Jack Malcom. 

All boys having bicycles will be 
permitted to join the organization 
and will be allowed to attend the 
show providing tkey bring their 
bicycles with them, Captain Mal- 
colm said. The patrol at present 
has approximately 350 members, 
but it is expected that about 100 
more will join tomorrow. 

Pick Own Officers. 

Organization of the patrols will 
take place at the schools, the boys 
electing their own officers. An of- 
ficer of the traffic bureau will be 
assigned to each group as traffic 
master, according to Captain Mal- 
com, his duties being specifically 


to instruct the youngsters in the 
rudiments of safety. 

Commenting on the proposed 
organization, Captain Malcom de- 
clared, “The patrols will in no 
way be affiliated with the schools 
as we already have organized safe- 
ty patrols there. 

“Through the bicycle safety pa- 
trol I hope to enlist the aid of all 
boys in Atlanta and Fulton county 
possessing bicycles in the cam- 
paign against traffic accidents.

Commissioner Asserts Rate 
on Cotton Was Boosted 
11.5 Per Cent.

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Warm Boric Acid Solution — 
ls Soothing’ and Antiseptic 


By Dr. William Brady. 


Boric acid was formerly called 
boracic acid. We have to change 
things every so often, otherwise 
mere laymen might begin to think 
they know as much as we doctors 
do. : 

Boric acid has only feeble germ- 
killing (germicidal) value if any, 
but it seems to reduce the viru- 
lence of pneumococci (germs of 
pneumonia, sore throat, coryza, 
quincy, etc.), streptococci (germs 
of acute septicemia or blood pois- 
oning) and staphylococci (common 
pus-producing germs). 

Saturated solution of boric acid 
(S. S. B. A. as it is cailed in hos- 
pitals) means as much boric acid 
in the form of flakes, crystals or 
fine powder as will dissolve in 
boiled water when it is approxi- 
mately body temperature. The 
water will dissolve about an ounce 
to the pint, but some of this will 
precipitate as the water cools and 
settle upon the bottom of the 
bottle. The saturated’ solution at 
approximately body temperature 
is most suitable for use as a mouth 
wash, gargle, eye wash, nasal 
spray or irrigation, ear drops or 
irrigation or for moistening dress- 
ings. It is sometimes uSed as a 
bladder wash, douc e or enema, 
but only under specific instruc- 
tions of the attending physician. 

Used as eye drops or eye bath, 
if the solution is near body tem- 
perature, it is rather soothing to 
inflammation or irritation. Eye- 
drops or an eyewash of saturated 
solution of boric acid should be 
made up fresh every few days. It 
has no definite remedial value in 
chronic eye troubles, but is harm- 
léss and beneficial in acute inflam- 
mations of the eyes. : 
' Saturated solution of boric acid 
as a spraywefor the nasal passages 
or as an irrigation or douche in 
various forms of rhinitis, hay 
fever, sinus troubles and so-called 
chronic catarrhs, should be used 
agreeably warm. Likewise the 
S. S. Bi A. should ve comfortably 
warmed for use in the ear. But it 
may be used without heating it up, 
as a mouthwash or gargle. if de- 


sired. ; 
Many persons with chronic run- 


ning ear have obtained lasting re-. 
lief by dropping im the ear every 
night and morning a drop or two 
of a solution of a level teaspoonful 
of boric acid in the ounce of grain 
alcohol—of course this should al- 
ways be comfortably warmed, by 
standing the vial in warm water 
before using. It may be used for 
months if neceessary. 

S. 5. B. A. as drops, gargle, 
mouihwash, irrigation, douche or 
eyewash practically fulfills every 
purpose an alleged antiseptié or 
germicidal preparation can fulfill 
in these respects. If boric acid in 
any quantity is swallowed acri- 
dentally or by mistake it is prac- 
tically harmless. 

Boric acid powder or boric acid 
and plain talcum half and’ half 
prevents and relieves excessive or 
foul sweating of the feet and itch- 
ing associated with it, if sparingly 
dusted in the shoes or between the 
toes every few days. 

An excellent lotion for the re- 
lief of chapping, rough and red 
skin, irritation after shaving or the 


irritation caused by strong soaps - 


or cleansing agents, may be made 
by heating and stirring occasion- 
ally until a clear jelly is obtained, 
three teaspoonfuls boric acid, 1% 
teaspoonfuls tragacanth shavings, 
tablespoon glycerin in a pint of 
rainwater or distilled water. Ap-< 
ply a few drops of this lotion ta 
skin after washing and before the 
skin is quite dry, two or thren 
times a day.

Accused Attorney Offered 
Legal Aid for Share in 
Estate, She Says. 


SYLVANIA, Ga., Aug. 31.—() 
Miss Marie Daughtry told a jury 
today Albert Cobb, Savannah at- 
torney, informed her at her Phila- 
delphia home last October that 
her father, Charlie Daughtry, 
wealthy Screven county planter, 
had been killed and had left her 
out of his will. 

Cobb is on trial, charged as an 
accessory in the killing of Daugh- 
try last September in a turpen- 
tine swamp near Rocky Ford. 

Miss Daughtry testified she em- 
ployed Cobb, who was to receive 
“one-half of my share” of her fa- 
ther’s estate. She said Cobb esti- 
mated “her share “at about 
$50,000.” 

Contract With Cobb. 


- Miss Daughtry, once indicted in 
the slaying but later freed of all 
charges, related she had been 
away from “Screven county 17 or 
18 years.” 

' She said she signed a contract 
in New York October 15 with 
Cobb, and the Savannah attorney 
kept it. 

“Cobb,” the witness related, 
“also told me he was representing 
little Charlie Daughtry because he 
was left out of the will... He 
said other members of my family 
were fighting me in getting my 
part.” 

Miss Daughtry testified she later 
vy. 2nt to South Carolina at the re- 
quest of Cobb. 

“He met me in Charleston and 
we went to Aiken, S. C.,” she con- 
tinued. “The next day we met 
J. Henry Howard, Sylvania attor- 
- ney; B. W. Miller, administrator 
of the Daughtry estate, and my 
uncle, B. Barber, in North Au- 
gusta. Cobb wrote off what I was 
to say to these men. I followed 
his instructions and afterwards re- 
turned to my home.” 


Jailed in Statesboro. 


The witness said she went to 
Georgia in ‘November, following 
her indictment, and was placed in 
jail at Statesboro. 

“Cobb,” she testified, “told me 
not to talk to any member of my 
family. Members of my family 
visited me in jail. They were 
friendly and wanted me to come 
back home and receive part of the 
estate. Cobb told me in the north 
the will was under lock and key 
and as ‘soon as I returned to Geor- 
gia the will would be destroyed’.” 
-_Miss Daughtry also testified 
. “Cobb asked me to ack B. W. 
Miller (administrator of the 
Daughtry estate) if I could get 
$500.” 

“I did not. ask for it, however,” 
she asserted, “but I learned later 
from Mr. Miller that Cobb got the 
$500.” 

Recommended by Newton. 


The witness said when Cobb 
visited her in Philadelphia he 
brought a jetter of recommenda- 
tion from “tou Newton, of Bloom- 
ingdale, but kept the -letter. She 
added she knew Joe Newton 
“when I was a child.” 

Tom Daughtry, son of the slain 
man, testified Joe Newton had in- 
vited him and his brother, Char- 
lie Jr., to Bloomingdale two weeks 
after the slaying. At that time, 
Tom Daughtry said, Newton told 
him “they are going to put the 
killing of your father on you and 
Charlie,” and offered to go with 
the Daughtrys to Savannah to see 
Cobb. Daughtry said he declined 
_to retain Cobb. 

Tom Daughtry said he had later 
paid a private detective $200 to 
hunt his sister. “I think it was 
after I learned Cobb was Marie’s 
attorney.”’ He added there was no 
reason for any member of the 
family to object to Marie receiv- 
ing her share of the estate. 

Charlie Daughtry Jr., corrob- 
- orated his brother’s testimony. He 
said Cobb told him he had “better 
turn off the detectives” or “some- 
thing bad is going to happen.” 

Shortly after his father’s death, 
he said, Cobb and Ralph Newton 
came to see his mother. 

Very Nervous. 

John J. O’Brien, Washington, 
D. C., attorney, testified Cobb 
called at his office October 6, 1937, 
shortly after the Daughtry slay- 
ing, and used his telephone to call 
A. J. Newton at Bloomingdale, 
Ga. 

“Cobb seemed very nervous,” 
O’Brien said, “and I heard him say 
over the phone: ‘I have located 
the missing heir and have con- 
tracted with her to serve her.’ ” 

Immediately after his testimony, 
O’Brien was arrested by Deputy 
Sheriff W. L. Crumley on a per- 

ury warrant sworn by Cobb. The 
Washington attorney posted bond. 

Cobb is the fourth of seven men 
to be triec in connection with the 
_ Daughtry slaying. The state con- 
tends he was shot as the result of 
a robbery plot. -

John R: Brice Looks gia 
Over Life Filled With 
Experience. | 


GAINESVILLE, Ga., Aug. 31.— 
John R. Brice, Gainesville’s oldest 
resident, tomorrow will reach his 
97th birthday—another step along 
toward his coveted goal of a full 
century. 

His memory still keen and his 
faculties unimpaired by the crowd- 
ing parade of years, Mr. Brice 
looks back on a life rich in ex- 
perience—as a son of early north- 
east Georgia settlers, as a soldier, 
and as a merchant. 

He was born in what was then 
Lumpkin county—now Dawson 


county—a son of Daniel and Mary 
Cantrell Brice, and attended schoo] 
in a log structure with an earthen 
floor. At 20, he enlisted in the 
Chestafee artillery, of whose 100 
members he is the only living sur- 
vivor. 

During the War Between the. 
States he saw service at Atlanta, 
Savannah and Charleston and in 
Virginia, and engaged in many 
battles and was twice wounded be- 
fore being captured at Winchester, 
Va., September 19, 1864. During 
his ensuing eight months’ impris- 
onment at Point Lookout, he re- 
lates his weight dropped from 150 
to 100 pounds. He was released 
May 14, 1865, and walked most of 
the distance to his home. 

Mr. Brice moved to Gainesville 
the following winter, and h 3; lived 
here the last 73 years. He was 
engaged in business here until his 
retirement only a few years ago. 
He also has served as a city coun- 
cilman. 

The oldest member of the First 
Baptist church here, Mr. Brice has 
always taken a keen interest in 
church affairs, and one of his 
favorite pastimes is singing from 
the old Sacred Harp hymnal. 

Longevity “runs” in the Brice 
family.

The others are Robertson 
Riley, Miley Monroe, Ivey Iver- 
son, Clinton Cornelius, Henry 
Harden and John Jefferson Hol- 
lingsworth. All were born in 
Worth county, where, in Sylvester, 
the family was long prominent in 
business and social affairs. 

“You see,” says R. R., twin of 
W. W., and now professor of so- 
cial science at Georgia South- 
western College here, “it was a 
custom begun by father and moth- 
er when the first of us was born. 
There was never any explanation 
of their reason for it.” 

The custom assumes more than 
passing interest when it is iearn- 
ed that the father of the Hollings- 
worths bore only a single name— 
James. But three of the initials he 
gave his sons—J. J., I. I. and M. 
M.—constitute the diminutive of 
his own name, which is not oth- 
erwise represented among the 
sons’ 14 given names. 

Three of the brothers were giv- 


en rhyming names: Wiley, Riley 
and Miley. 

Three of the bréthers—M. M.., I. 
I. and C. C.—live in Jasper, Fia., 
and H. H. and J. J. live at Climax, 
in Decatir county.

Situation in Europe Is View- 
ed More Calmly, De- 
clares Hughes.

NEW YORK, Aug. 31,—Both 
speculative and investment com- 
mitments await the outcome in 
Europe. 
which peace depends, the markets 
pause. . 

When the week opened, there 
was selling of stocks, fairly large 


sharp price declines. But since 
then, the list has been steady and 
a part of the loss has been re- 
gained. The recovery, if it may 
be called that, was effected on 


very small volume and could 
hardly be considered impressive. 


The best that can be said is that 
the situation is viewed more calm- 
ly. The majority of informed 
opinion is on the side of those 
who believe that open hostility 
will be averted, but there is no 
inclination to discount that de- 
sirable result marketwise. The 
conservative course of standing 
aside is being followed. 

The foreign crisis apart, the 
market is probably entitled to a 
breathing spell. All the business 
indexes continue to point upward, 
but-stocks have taken a good deal 
of that into account in their rapid 
advance since the last 10 days of 
June. Besides, increased business 
activity does not necessarily pro- 
duce increased business profits. 
On this point, the Iron Age, re- 
porting this week the gain of a 
point in steel ingot production, ob- 
serves that the improvement in 
business has not been sufficient so 
far to lift production above the 
break-even point. One or two 
companies have attained this posi- 
tion, but most producers continue 
to pile up losses. 


Over the longer term, assuming 
that there is no explosion abroad, 
recovery in the production and 
marketing of consumers’ goods can 
hardly fail to go further. The 
question is to what degree the ben- 
efit will extend to heavy industry. 
Most encouraging development 
would be the willingness of estab- 
lished enterprises to borrow for 
expansion. When new financing 
begins to include the borrowing of 
new money, and is not confined 
to refunding operations, both busi- 
ness and the markets will take 
heart.

0 HELD FOR JURY 
IN RAILROAD THEFTS 


Four Accused of Robberies, 
Fifth Is Held as 


‘Fence.’ 


United States Commissioner E. 
S. Griffith bound over five men 
yesterday to the federal grand jury 
on charges of theft in interstate 
commerce. The men are charged 
with being members of a gang of 
railroad box car thieves, who have 
stolen merchandise valued at sev- 
eral thousand dollars over the last 
few months. 

The bonds of four, John P. Cri- 
der, Hoyt J. Lampkin; John Linton 
Schmid and Joe Irvin, were set at 
$500 apiece. The bond of the fifth, 
Fred Campbell, a Hapeville road- 
house operator, accused of being 
the “fence” of the group, was set 
at $1,000. 

The men were connected with 
the box car robberies by confes- 
sions said to have been obtained 
Saturday night at the police sta- 
tion, where they had been held for 
several days on charges of suspi- 


cion. 

Police said that the gang admit- 
ted robbing box cars in Athens, 
Covington, Griffin, Eatonton, 
Rome, Toccoa, Cartersville, King- 
ston and Chattanooga. A car in 
the possession of one of the men, 
which police identified. as stolen, 
was said to have been used in 
their trips to outlying towns where 
the robberies took place. Most of 
the loot, consisting of household 
goods, and consignments*of to- 
bacco and chewing gum, has been 
recovered.
